NEW YORK, Nov. 3.—C, L. Warriner, 
until Jast Monday treasurer of the Cin- 
cinnati office of the Big Four railroad 
passenger department, is accused of 
being short in his accounts. While the 
amount is not given, it is believed the 
shortage may reach $100,000. Warriner, 
in the office of Albert H. Harris, vice- 
president of the Big Four and general 
counsel of the New York Central lines, 
at the Grand Central Station, admitted 
it is said, declared 
stock gambling had been his ruin. 
For hours«the accused treasurer was 
closely questioned by officials of the 
system. He started last night for Cin- 
cinnati under surveillance, and every 
movement fs said to have been closely 
watched, although he was not under 
arrest. Mr. Harris. said last night the 
amount of the shortage -was ‘*consid- 
erable,” but he could not name the ex- 
act figures. 

Had Indcmulty Policy. 

“An investigation is\now under way 
at Cincinnati,’ said Mr. Harris, ‘and 
we shall have to wait until it js finished 
before we can deal in exact figures. The 
railroad company, however, carries an 
indemnity policy in Warriner’s case’ to 
the amount of $50,000, issued by -the 
American Surety Co., and a claim on ac- 
count of the losses through Warriner is 
now being made under this policy. 

“The shortage was discovered when 
the auditor in Cincinnati instituted 4 
new system in the treasury department. 
Mr. Warriner did not deny that. his ac- 
counts were short. He admitted taking 
money that did not belong to him. Mr. 
Warriner has been with the Big Four 
for ten or fifteen years. He has a wife 
and several children. He was among

“coment O., Nov. 3.—Warriner 
was taken to New York by Vice-Presi- 
dent Carstensen of the New York Cen- 
tral lines, to tell why a very heavy 
shortage exist’ in his accounts. Mr. 
Warriner’s official connection with the 
Big Four ended abruptly yesterday 
when Carstensen came here and went 
over his books with several auditors 
and then announced that Warriner’s 
place should be filled immediately. 

Assistant Secretary and Local Treas- 
urer R. P. Ahren of the Ikake Shore 
office in Cleveland was summoned and 
took charge of the office. Warriner 
Was allowed to resign on the spot. The 
discrepancies are said to amount to be- 
tween $80,000 and $100,000. 

One thousand 4ollars disappeared last 
week. This led the officials to suspect 
that something was wrong and an in- 
vestigation was started. 

‘Mr. Warriner has always enjoyed the 
fullest confidence of his superiors and 
has borne an excellent reputation. Sc 
far as is known, his habits were of the 
best, and he was never known to in- 
dulge in any form of gambling or spec- 
ulation. He was regular in attendance 
upon his ‘official duties and spent much 
time, wh not so engaged with his 
family. He is not Known as an exX- 
travagant or high liver.

trect opposition to that of the majority on the

to a provision of the Constitution. Holding that 
the lower court’s decree was null and void be- 
cause it was opposed to the provisions of the Con- 
stitution concerning freedom of speech and of 
the press, it was, he says, beyond the power of 
the court to issue such a decree, the Constitution 
limiting that power by express provision, - 

On the other hand, the majority of the Court 


}i held that whether the injunction was opposed to 


the Constitution or not, the defendants were 
bound to obey it as a mandate of court. The ob- 


i ligation of obedience to a constitutional agency 


of the Government rests upon citizens or organi- 
zations until they are freed from the obligation 
by the action of a superior authority. The sub- 
stance of the opinion is in the pOllaning state- 
ment: 

“Tf a citizen, though he may honestly believe his 
rights have been invaded, may elect when and to 
what extent he will obey the mandates of the 
Court and the requirements of the law as inter- 
preted by the Court, instead of pursuing the order- 
ly course of eppeal, not only. the courts, “but the 
Government itself would become powerless and 
society would be reduced to a state of anarchy.” 

According to this theory a citizen may be pun- 
ished for disobeying a court decree, although the 
decree, violated the Constitution and invaded his 
constitutional rights. Although a higher court 
may declare that the decree was opposed: to the 
Constitution and therefore null and void, yet 
the punishment for disobeying the Court’s uncon- 
anaP oder should be inflicted. The de- 
fendants are punished for standing on their con- 
stitutional rights against a decree in violation of 
the Constitution and, therefore, without bind- 
ing force. 

Obedience to courts and to the laws interpreted 
by courts is a fundamental duty of citizens, but 
obedience to the Constitution is the highest ob- 
ligation of citizenship. The authority of the 
Constitution is supreme. It has usually been held 
that a citizen is justified in disregarding an un- 
constitutional law and that all laws, or court 
decisions, or penalties imposed by courts, are 
null when declared by competent authority to be 
opposed to the Constitution. Punishments un- 
der accusations in which a constitutional right is 
involyed are not inflicted until their constitu- 
tionality is decided. In this case. the higher 
court enforces the punishment merardleas of the 


‘}eonstitutional right. 


Is this to be the rule in court injunctions? Do 
they differ from other court decrees? Are they 
gsupraconstitutional? 

The Supreme Court’s opinion on this question 
would be interesting and important. It should 
be obtained by all means.

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THE TRAGEDY OF TWO PARSONS. 

When the Caivary Presbyterian Caurch of Mil- 
waukee was left without a pastor the congrega- 
tion invited a well-known preacher to occupy the 
pulpit one Sunday and show what he could do. 
The sermon was highly satisfactory, but the good 
people, thinking, perhaps, even a sermon 80 ex- 
cellent might yet be surpassed, invited another 
worthy man to- give them an example of his 
power.

It was a homiletic tragedy—sadder, more pa- 
thetic by far than any ever imagined by play- 
‘wright or novelist.

Indicative of the profound’ interest in 
the disease that ig manifested not only 
in this but foreign countries, is the fact 
that from what was at first proposed as 
a purely local gathering. of physicians 
for the discussion of ‘pellagra, the pres- 
ent conference developed into one of 
national and international character. 

The Federal Government is represent- 
ed by officers from the Public Health 
and .Marine ‘Hospital Darras and the 
army.

BALLOONS AT SANDY: HOOK 


American-Maide Ordnance to Be 
Used in Tests Against Air 


Craft. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 3.~Sandy Hook 
has been selected as the point at which 
the first American experiments in the 
use of hi 1-powered artillery as a de- 
fense aga aerial war craft will be 
attempted. The plans of the Ordnance 
Bureau of the War Department are 4s 
yet imperfect. Owifig to the illness of 
Brig.-Gen. William Crozier, -Chief \ of 
Ordnance, the War Department has thus 
far declined to furnish any outline on 
these plans,

Crozier, said: - 

“When we are ready to begin shoot- 
ing at balloons Sandy Hook will be the 
place selected for the trials.

HAT baseball is gaining an ever- 
T increasing hold on the public is at- 
tested by the attendance figures 
given out for the world’s series. For 
the seven games played 145,444 persons 
paid a total of over $188,000 to see the 
struggles—a record for. the world’s series 
since the inauguration of it This is 
exactly twice the total amount taken in 
at the 1908 series. The losers in this 
year’s fight received over $26,000, which 
is within $1000 of what the winners re- 
ceived last year. Pittsburg players re- 
ceived $40,154 Each’club owner’s mod- 
ést share was a mere $51,000 or so, while 
the national commission bi a Me amount- 
éd to $18,829. 

The best preyious world’s series re- 
ceipts were taken in during the battles 
between the White Sox and the Cubs, 
at Chicago in 1906, when the total re- 
ceipts reached $106,000. 

Figures like these staggers. And when 
it is considered that.evgery club in two 
big leagues made money ranging from 
$25,000 to $250,000, the vastness of .base- 
ball as a business enterprise is strik- 
ing. 

“There are those who say that this 
vastness’’ of the box office end may 
contain the germ of future trouble for 
baseball as a sport.
